In Proſecution of which Purpoſes, 


the Committee are to appoint Preachers and. Catechiſts to go 


to ſuch Places as they ſhall find, upon due Information, to be 
moſt proper, according to his Majeſty's Deſign expreſſed in 


his Warrant; and, in ſo doing, that they have particular Re- 


dard to ſuch Pariſhes in South-Ur/t, Small. Iſis, Glenco, Harris, 
the Countries of Mordart, Glengairie, and Lechaber, and the 
| other 
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other Pariſhes of the Synods of G/enelg and Argyle, which the 4 
Committee ſhall find, by Reaſon of their vaſt Extent, the Pre. 
valency of Popery and Ignorance, and other unhappy Circum. 
ſtances, to be in the greateſt Diſtreſs: And they ſhall take 
Care, that the Perſons they employ be certified, and found 
upon due Trial, to be properly qualified for theſe reſpe&tive 
Offices, of good Abilities for the ſame, of a pious Life ang 
Converſation, prudent, of undoubted Loyalty to his Majeſty, 
and of competent Skill in the Principles of Divinity, and par- 
ticularly in Popiſh Controverſies : Such Preachers and Cate. 
chiſts being hereby appointed to be ſubject to, and under the 
Inſpection of, the Presbyteries of the Bounds to which they 
are ſent, who are to take Care that the Orders of the Commit- 
tee be duly obſerved by them: And the Preachers are alſo 
appointed to catechiſe ; and both they and the Catechiſts to 
inſtruct the People from Houſe to Houſe, and to viſit the 
Sick: And, in all their Labours among the People, to be care. 
ful to teach them the Principles and Duties of the true Chi. 
ſtian Proteſtant Religion, and the Obligations they are under 
to Duty and Loyalty to our Sovereign King George, and Obe. 
dience to the Laws: And the Committee are impowered to 
give them ſuch Inſtructions, as to their Work and Behaviour, 
as they ſhall judge meet; which Inſtructions the Preachers and 
Catechiſts are hereby ordered to obey. I he General Aſſembly 
do further appoint the ſaid Committee to have a particular Re. 
gard, in their Proceedings, to the Regulations agreed upon by 
the Committee of the Aſſembly tor managing the Royal Boun- 
ty, on the zoth Day of September 1730, approven by ſubſc- 
quent Aſſemblies; and to take Care that Presbyteries, and o- 
thers concerned, obſerve the ſame, which they are hereby or- 
dered to do: Particularly the Aſſembly ordains the ſeveral Preſ. 
byteries to inſert in their Regiſters, the Committee's Appoint- | 
ments of the Deſignations, Salaries, and Stations of the ſeveral 
Miſſionaries and to have an exact Regard thereto, in all the 
Letters they ſhall write about the ſaid Miſſionaries, and in gi- 
ving of Certificates to them; and to direct all their Letters con- 
cerning Miſſionaries in their Bounds, only to the Moderator of 
the Committee; which Letters ſhall be ſigned, at the Appoint- 
ment of the Presbytery, by the Moderator or Clerk thereof: 
And the Aſſembly does diſcharge any Payments to be made of 
the Salaries of the Miſſionaries, except upon Receipts from the 
Miſſionaries themſelves, and upon Certificates from the Prel- 
byteries, bearing that they have ſerved for the Time mention- 
ed, in the Receipts. The General Aſſembly do alſo impower 
the ſaid Committee to apply, for the Purpoſes above - mention- 
ed what may remain of the laſt Year's Royal Bounty not dif- 
poſed of, by Reaſon of any of the Miſſionaries not fulfilling 
the Appointments laid upon them: And they are to keep 2 
Regiſter of their Proceedings, and likewiſe diſtinct Books of 


Accompts, how the foreſaid Money is beſtowed, which ſhall -

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ment to any concerned, who pleaſe to inſpect the ſame. . Of 
the Perſons above named as Members of this Committee, five 
are declared to be a Quorum, whereof three are to be Miniſters. 

But it is hereby appointed, that at the quarterly Meeting of the 
Committee, in which the Scheme or Eſtabliſhment of Miſſio- 
naries for the enſuing Year is to be approved and determined, 
not leſs than fourteen ſhall be the Quorum, whereof nine ſhall 
be Miniſters, and the ſaid Committee are appointed to have their 
Meetings at Edinburgh, in the Hall of the Society in Scotland 
for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, rhe laſt Thurſday of 
every Month, at four of the Clock Afternoon, and alſo the 
ſirſt lawful Day after the Adjournment of the four ſtared Diets 
of the Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly, at ten of the 
Clock in the Forenoon, except that Day ſhall fall ro be Sa- 
zurday, and then the Meeting ſhall be upon Monday next there- 
after, at the ſaid Hour; with Power to the ſaid Committee 
to adjourn themſelves to ſuch Times and Places, as they ſhall 
ſind moſt needful and convenient: And they are to keep a Cor- 
reſpondence with the Commiſſion of the General Aſſembly, 
and the Society for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, and their 
Committee of Directors, and to take their Advice and Aſſiſt- 
ance; and alſo to correſpond with the Synods and Preſbyteries 
concerned. They are likeways inſtructed and impowered, as 
they ſhall ſee Cauſe, to apply to the Government, or any Ma- 

o.{trate, for Aſſiſtance and Support in carrying on the Deſign 

of the Commiſſion now given to them. And the General Aſ- 

ſembly do by theſe Preſents nominate and appoint Mr David 

Dalrymple Advocate, Procurator for the Church, to be Re- 

ceiver of the foreſaid Royal Bounty, and to pay out the ſame 

as he ſhall be directed and ordered by the ſaid Committee, and 

according to their Rules. And the ſaid Committee are appoint- 

ed to examine the Accompts of the Diſtribution of the Royal 

Bounty, and lay the ſame before the Lords Commiſſioners of 
his Majeſty*s Treaſury, or the Barons of his Majeſty's Court of 
Exchequer, and to report their Diligence to the General Af 
ſembly, to whom they are to be accountable. And it is agreed, 

that no Perſon once employed and inſert in the Scheme, ſhall be 

ſtruck out thereof for that year, but by the Quorum of at leaſt 
fourteen, whereof nine to be Miniſteis; and in Caſe any Com- 
plaint ſhall be made againſt any of them on the Scheme, it ſhall 

not be determined the firſt ordinary Meeting that the ſame is 

offered, but it ſhall ly on the Table till another Meeting; and, 
in the mean Time, the Perſon complained of, and the Preſby- 

tery of the Bounds wherein he officiates, ſhall be acquainted of 
ſuch Complaint, and theſe concerned be required to ſend to the 
ſaid Committee a juſt Account of the Matter, againſt their next 
Meeting. And it is further appointed, that after the yearly 
Scheme of Miſſionaries on the Royal Bounty is ſettled in Man- 
ner above directed, and Notice thereof given by Letters to the 
Preſbyteries concerned, ſuch Preſbyteries ſhall ſend up to the 


ſaid 
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ſaid Committee their Anſwers to theſe Letters, at fartheſ: 
with their Commiſſioners to the General Aſſembly, if the 
ſame be not done ſooner ; and that the Committee, at their 
firſt Meeting after the General Aſſembly, ſhall endeavour tg 
compleat the next Year's Scheme themſelves; and if they 
cannot compleat it, that they ſnhall name a die 45 
their Number for that Purpoſe, who are to lay their Draught 
thereof before a ſubſequent Meeting, which are appointed to 
meet as ſoon after the Riſing of the Aſſembly as pofſible: And 
that the ſaid Committee, in making up the Scheme of Miſſio.

and give Afſſiſtance and Concurrence therein; and, if Need be, 
to apply to the Government for a proper Remedy and ſpeedy 
Redreſs.

Aſſembly, as they can overtake. And it is further provided, 
that when any Presbytery, or Synod of this Church, ſhall de- 


_cline to comply with the Sentences of the Commiſſion, or to 


give the ſame a full Execution, in that Caſe the Commiſſion 
is hereby prohibited to execute the ſame, by appointing any 
ſuch correſpondent Meetings, as has been ſometimes the Prac- 
tice.; but ſhall allow the ſame to ly over to the enſuing Aſſem- 
bly, to which ſuch Presbyteries or Synods ſhall be anſwerable 
tor ſuch their Conduct, and are hereby appointed to ſend up 
with their Commiſſioners their Reaſons for the ſame.
